Hongkong-Japan Trade 
Shows: Sharp Recession 


WASHINGTON, November 


29 (UP).—Imports of Japanese 


products inte Hongkong in 1939, vatued at (U.S.) $7,474,720, 
were 65 percent below the total of 1935, while Hongkong exports 
fo Japan in 1939, totalling (U.S.) $1,786,389, registered a decline 
of 68 percent from tho 1935 exports. ’ 


* This recession in Hongkong’s trade with Japan is revenled 
. ina report from United States Vice Consul R. W. Rinden, which 
covered the five-year period 1935-39, 


Rinden reported that the de- 
_crease in the. Colony’s. imports 
from Japan ..in. 1989. resulted 
mainly from: the anti-Japancse 
: boycott by the Chinese of Hong- 
kong and ‘South China, coupled 
with South China's reduced pur- 
chasing power following proper- 
ty destruction and economic dis- 
organisation. eee ee

Brazil was by far the largest buyer among the Latin Amerl- 

can republics, obtaining licences for the shipment of over $4,500,- 

000 worth of military aircraft, guns, ammunition and other war 


materials, 


Venezucla was ‘the second 
largest purchaser, taking war 
supplies valued at nearly $700,- 
000. Other large buyers were 
‘Mexico, $651,000; Chile, $573,- 
000; Peru, $605,000; Colombia, 
$418,500; and Argentina, $406.- 
000. 


The figures ‘do not include Canada, 
which obtained export Icences total- 
ling nearly $40,500,000 tn the nine- 
month¢ period. It is believed, how- 
ever, that much of the equipment 
purchased was used overseas, where- 
us most or all‘of the purchases mnde 
by the other Western Hemisphere 
countries, were retained by them for 
building. up their own defences.
